Consequently by ordering half its employees to remain at their 
jobs and sending the other half to join the strikers, the SMV managed to 
contribute to the KPOe strike campaign without interrupting operations at 
the refineries and in the oilfields. Strikers from SHV installations were 
transported to Vienna in trucks which in recent weeks have been held idle 
in SMV motor pools; later, when the strike spread,the SHV despatched additional 


vehicles.
